Election/Restrictions 



1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-14 and 37-43, drawn to a recording/reproducing apparatus for 
controlling recording/reproducing of the picked-image signal between said 
first and second recording media, classified in class 386, subclass 52. 

Claims 15-36 and 44-53, drawn to a recording/reproducing apparatus for 
mixing the signal read from the second recording medium with the picked- 
image signal and for writing a mixed signal on the recording medium, 
classified in class 386, subclass 117.
